Official Inquiry. 


Result of Dare. 


A blasted romance of childhood 
claimed a life in Monterey Park 
yesterday. A pretty schoolgirl loved

AMERICAN LEGION ATTITUDE 
RESTATED BY FITTS TO 
CORRECT WIRE. 


To correct certain !naccuracies tn 
recent telegraphic dispatch from 
hn Francisco, which reported his 
there upon the subject of 
Americanism and the American 
Legion's position in referegce there- 
to, Dep. Dist.-Atty. Fitts, depart- 
mént commander of e American 
Legion, last night issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

The American Legion has taken 
a definite stand upon the subject of 
Americanism. The publication of 
newspapers, pamphlets and current 
pefiodicals in languages other than 
English permits the opportunity for 
the spread of ideals contrary to the 
principles and traditions of Ameri- 
ca and tends to make it extremely 
difficult to discover, and eliminate 
traitorous and anarchistic publica- 
tions. Therefore, the American 
Legion, in the department of Cali- 
fornia, has taken the position that 
it phould be unlawful to publish, 
circulate or print any newspaper or 
periodical whatsoever in any other 
than the English language, unless 
the newspaper or periodical contains 
a’ literal translation of every article 
appearing therein, in the English 
la age. In the interest of this 
policy, the legislative committee of 
the American Legion, department 
of ‘California, will present to th 
next Legislature a bill containin 
the prohibitive information above. 
“The statement that we are op- 
posed to the teaching of foreign 
languages in the public schools, and 


their use in private homes, is 
erroneous. No such attitude has
